sprinters of twenty-five .vears ago. 

-\t present this promising colt of Mr. Widencr’s 
is just getting over a slight skin disease tliat has 
prevailed iu soim- stables at Beliiiuul Park. It 
Was iiotJiiiig ss-rioiis, tlioiigh .somewhat disfiguring 
for tin- moiiieut. the lirown <-oat being dotted wkli 
wldte looking s|M«ts. wliUh are now disaiMvaring. 
The distase diM's not in any wa.v affect the internal 
organs. Traim'rs who have s<om the Santoi eoli in 
jM'iioii are much inipr*'ssod. and predict a liriglit 
future for him if h*- stands up. That lie will he 
trained with the utmost »are is positive, as Mr. 
Welch has stated that he is tlie la-st and most 
ornmisiiig .vouiigster lie has ever Iiad in charge. Mr. 
Widener has t<-n or a doicn other ycungsters in liis 
string, some of wliicli are quite up to the average, 
l.iit compared with the Santoi eolt they fall con- 
siderably short.

Tlie stable of rommauder J. K. L. Ross, which 
headed the list of winning stables the past season, 
bids fair to liold tlie iMisitiuu of honor the coming 
.vear als<i. Commander Ross sp«‘nt a lot of money 
for matured horses iu the last twelve or fourteen 
montlis. probably more than was ever sjamt for 
horses in tlie same length of time by any one man 
on the American continent. 

It is said the band of now three-.vear-olds. Fore- 
ground. C.'inso. Wigsloiie. Corn Excliauge' and a 
couple of otliers. cost 899.999 in England a vear ago. 
Cudgel cost $25,009; Billy Kelly $27,500; 'sir Bar- 
ton. $20,099; Boniface. $19,999. and the three liigh- 
cluss iH'rformers purchased at I’imlico from Mr. 
M.-icoiiiImm' — M otor Cop. War Marvel and War Peii- 
iiant — $75.<K)0,; Milkmaid. $!t..509; Dottie Vandiver 
and others bring the total up to more than $2r>9.tHM). 
Commander Ross was also about tlie most lilieral 
bii.ver of yearlings at Saratoga the past summer. 

Witii such ail array of turf stars the Caiiadian- 
owiied stable slioiild nearly sweep the Imard in 1919. 

A large number of the best Iiorses among the 
tliri-e-year-olds and over went amiss, or were re- 
tired during tliis year. Johreii. I..:iiiiiis, TmniiM* 
I.at Mort. Jack Hare Jr.. (Jeorge Smith. West.v 
Hogan, Roaiiier. reported retired — maybe a 

stage retirement; Eseoba, Hand Grenade, Sun 
Briar, said to lie retired to the stud; War Cloud 
—reported retired; Heiidrie. Meteorite, Kathleen, 
i’ol.vmeliun. Old Koenig and Tliunderer are among 
them. Siiiiiiy .Slo|H'. a really giesl liorse. was also 
ailing at the close of the .Maryland season. Witii 
tile greater part of these missing during 1919. tlie 
Ross estalilishment appears to have an exeelleiit 
ehaiKS' of winning ii"arl.v all the big stakes in the 
I'ljited States and Canada, and no one slioiild envy 
this thoixiiigli sportsman the sue<'ess that is due 
iiim. If we had mort- owners of the same class tlie 
turf would Ih' greall.v lirnefiled. However, now 
Unit the kaiser has “hroken down and Imh'ii ruled 
off.’’ and the war a thing of the past, we ma.v 
liope to s(H' iiiaii.v .\iuerieaii siMirtsmeii of the liigliest 
class enter the lists against the Caiiadiuii Croesus 
ill the siKirt of kings anil millioiniires.

Cudgel IN i'.v far the Imst <if tlie ail-aged 
division jiml will umloiihtedly he "top weight” in 
all the big sjiring handicaps. Motor Cop. Boniface, 
and F<iregrouiid are gissl si-gond strings iu tlie ail- 
aged division and coustHiueutly the stable is strong 
at every angle.

GAME LEGISLATION’S PROGRESS 



Hunting License Scope Expanded — ^New Officials 
and Freserres. 



WASHINGTON. D. C., D«*ceml)er IS.— Progr*.«s 
was ma<le during 1918 in tlie administration of game 
laws, increasing tli«‘ number of refuges and preserves 
and in miscellaneous legislation, according to a 
summary of game laws for this year maile by 
George A. Ijiwyer and Frank L. Earnshaw of the 
Biological Survey. 

Probably tlie most important feature of the 1918 
game legislation, in tlieir vh‘w, was the enactment 
of a law in Maryland prescribing statewide bunting 
licenses and creating a game proteetioii fund for the 
support of the State Game Itepartmeiit. 

In New York the payment of moneys to special 
protectors has been abollshe*!. and tlie salaries of 
prot«^-tors increased from 99.'i0 to $1,000. with a 
maximum under the merit system of $1,500 iitstead 
of $1,300 for those in tlie first grade, and establish- 
ing a maximum of $1,300 for those in the second 
grade; the title of ’’division chief game protector” 
was changed to “inspector.” and the salary in- 
creased from $l.Ci 00 to $ 1 , 8 () 0 ; the game protectors 
have lieeii fiiriiislieil new uniforms and have been 
armed witli 25.20 Wincliester rifles to be used in 
exterminating vermin anil birds of prey. 

_ Tliree men were a*lded to the wanlen service in 
New Jersey, nnd tlie salaries of chief protetor, 
assistant protectors and ■wardens are each increased 
$300 in the aggregati- — the increases ladiig iipimr- 
tiuiied <>ver four yi'ars of service. 

Ill British Columbia the work of game protection 
has be(‘n placed in the liaiids of a game conservation 
board. 



GAME REFUGES AND PRESERVES. 



Coiitinueii interest is manifested in the estab- 
lishment of game preserves, and while tlie volnnie of 
legislation of tliis character is not large, it is 
w<>rthy of mention. 

Tlie War Di-partnient has created tlie Als-rileen 
Proving Ground in Mar.vland, consisting of nearly all 
the territorj- soutli of tlie Siisijnehaiina ami iwirtli of 
the Gunpowiler River and between the Pennsylva- 
nia Railroad and Cliesaiieake Bay — including some 
of the finest waterfowl sections on the Atlantic 
coast — and hereafter no hunting will be permitted 
tlieivon. 

In Rhode Island the Commissioners of Birds have 
iieeii antliorized to establisli state game reservations 
on private lands by lease or with consent of owners. 

New Jersey appropriated $5,00U with which to 
piirrhase additional land adjoining the state game 
farm at Forked River. 

In Canada, Alb«'rta lias established two game pre- 
serves — the Cypress Hills and the Cooking Like 
Forest reserves. 

A campaign against cats found in pursuit of 
birds has b«‘en authorized by law in New York. 
This act was the result of a compromise securwl by 
those who desired a provision tliat cats should la? 
licensed. Efforts to secure cat legislation in Mary- 
land, Massachusetts and New Jersey were again 
unsuccessful. 

In New York waterfowl may not now be taken 
with a rifle in tlie forest iireserve counties or on 
Ixing Island. New Jersey has made it unlawful to 
liunt from an automobile or by the aid of lights 
earriwl thereon. An act of the Virginia Legisla- 
tiirt* imposes on game wardens the diit.v of killing 
dogs found destro.viiig slieep. Rhode Islaml has made 
a ilistiiict advance in game protection by prescrib- 
ing for tlie first time a bag limit of not more than 
fifteen game birds in possession. 



THE AMERICAN WILD TURKEY 



Haunts and Habits of the Best and Largest Ameri- 
can Game Bird. 



Tlie wild turkey is our largest an*l finest game 
bird, lint with tlie spreail of agriculture and tlie de- 
crease in iiiir forests it lias been hut natural that 
its range Inis lieeii greatly restricted. But as long 
as we have national aud state forests tiiere is no 
reason why we eaiinot preserve at least limited 
numbers of tliis fine game bird. 

Tliere are two siie<-ies of tlie wild turkeys, but 
one siiecies is but little known, for it is found only 
on the iKMiinstila of Yucatan and a small iKirthm 
of Guatemala and Honduras. This southern spi'cies 
is smaller than the common vvild turkey, nnd the 
body feathers are tipiied w-ith bright golden and 
copiiery bronze, and the head and wattles are deep 
blue covered with orange tubercles. In its brilliant 
colors it vies with some of the pheasants in b«*aiity. 

Tile common wild turkey (Melcagris gallipavo) 
was originally found from Maine and southern On- 
tario to southern Mexico, and varies so much in dif- 
ferent parts of its range that Hve siib-specles are 
descrilH'd. It is from the soiitb-Mexieo turkey that 
cur domesticated turkey lias desi-einied, the tall 
coverts and bands in tlie tail being gray, wliile 
corresponding parts of the common wild turkey are 
a ricli chestnut color. 

The wild turkey was originally an inhabitant of 
tlie open woodlands of all tlie eastern states and as 
far west as Kansas and Oklalioma. It is now ex- 
terminated in New Y-ork and New England, and is 
(Confined lo the rouglier and more remote parts of 
Pennsylvania and Virginia, the larger swamps of tlie 
southern states and the thinly settled parts of the 
Mississippi Valley, and is fast following the passen- 
ger pigi'oii into history. It •«> possible, however, to 
breed tlie wild turkey, and several wild turkey 
farms are in existeni-e. The state of Pennsylvania 
is now striving to restock its wilder coverts, ami if 
tliese ex|ierinients are successful, it is to be hoiied 
Hint other states will follow. 

Ill liahits tile wild turkey is similar to tlie do- 
mestic binl. Exc«*pt during tlie lireeding season 
tliey live in small flocks of from six to twelve, and 
usually roost in the same trees at night, feeding 
uiKiii acorns, nuts. etc. At tlie iM-giiiniiig of tlie 
lireeding season, in .Marcli, tlie fUs-ks distiaud and 
the males begin to gobble. Gobbling takes the place 
of the drumming of the grouse or tin- cniwiiig of the 
rooster and usually is lieard only early in the morn- 
ing before the bird leaves the* roost. Turkeys are 
IKilygamous, and freniieiitly rival males engage in 
fierce battles, the victor liecomiiig lord «f the liarem. 
After iiiciihation begins, tlie males lose tlieir ani- 
mosity toward ea**li *itlier and again fl*M-k logetlier, 
leaving the cares of tlie family entindy lo the female 



bird. 



LEPROCAUN OF CANADIAN WOODS 



During the early days of FpisT Canada, before it 
ni*<‘aine the I*i*ovinc<* of Ontario, there were brought 
into a logging eamii on tlie Madnwaska River several 
young leprm-auDs from the nortli of Ireland. This 
animal was even then rare and has since become 
extinct in its native land. It is said that during 
the last famine hungry Irishmen killed and ate the 
few remaining specimens of this queer beast. 

Oil its native bogs the lexirocaun was a harmless 
creature, celebrated for its nlarfulncss aud laugh- 
able antu-s. It would imp 'ac'ross the bogs, turn 
somersaults and leap over hillocks with wondrous 
agility. A favorite trick was to iHire into a pile of 
drying peat and then, with a sudden spring, send 
the cIimIs of peat liigli in the air till tlie commotion 
liMiked like a young cyclon’e. Tliesc antics were all 
riglit eiiougli in Ireland, but wlien the animal was 
hroiiglit to Canada its disxHisitioii changed at once. 
The i>ets on tlie Madawusku escaiied into near by 
tamanick swamps, increasing and siireading until 
an occasional one was seen on the uxiper Ottawa and 
even over* in iiorthern ilichigau. Sneaking through 
tlie tamarack and cedar, or leaping across the miis. 
kegs after whatever apxiealed to it S'® food, the 
leprocaun became a creature to be feared and 
avoided. Teamsters toting supplies across swamp 
roads have been attacked by the animal, which 
would bound clear over the load, snapping its 
teetli at the driver an.l reaching for liim with its 
villainous claws. Hasty flight to thick timber, 
leaving the team to its fate, was the only choice of 
the driver, who thunkecl his stars Unit in running 
tlirongli the tangled tamarack even the leprocaun 
IS no match for a frightened man. 



GRAND LAKE NIPIGON HATCHERY 



A new fish hatchery, with a canaeity equal to any 
three American hatcheries, has been opened at Port 
Arthur, Ontario, under x||p direction of the Ontario 
gtivernment. .\**cordiiig to George H. Rapsey, su- 
lieriiitendeiit of game H„d fisUeries for the province, 
the new hatchery will be capable of conUoUing 90.- 
000.000 fisli eggs, all told, comprising 75,000.000 
whitefish eggs and l.-;,ooo,000 salmon and brook 
trout eggs. 

Tills makes the second large hatchery at Port 
-Arthur, the Dominion hatchery looking after the 
rcstoi king of Lake Superior and the provincial one 
caring for the restocking of the inland waters, of 
which Lake Nipigon and the Lake of the Woods are 
the most important bodies in the western part of 
the provinc**, and the 1,500 lakes and rivers of Al- 
gon<|iiiii Provincial Park the most iminirtant in the 
eastern section. 

I,ake Nipigon has taken rank with Algonquin 
Park as one of the greatest fishing centers in Pan- 
ada since it has lieen made more easily accessible 
to siwrtsnicn from j^th Caiiaila and the United 
States by the National Transcontinental. Algonquin 
Park has long been famous among siiortsmen for the 
superb trout aud for small mouth black bass fish- 
ing iu iiarticulur.

FEED ON FISH HALF THEIR SIZE 



An eiglit-ineh trout will swallow a four-inch 
trout with pmetieaily no discomfort. Their own 
only apparent aiiiioyiin*-e is in being obliged to eateh 
the swift and artful little do*lgers. Fisli have liecn 
taken in the ponds tliat had swallowed smaller ones 
— tliongh not much smaller, eitlier — an*l from one to 
two iiielies of the victims’ tails extendwl from the 
mouth of tlie captors. Sometimes wlieu Hie dead 
captive was withdrawn it was found that the lieatl. 
tlie part always swallowed first, had been inirtly 
digested, and there was every indication tliat Hie 
entire fish would have been assimilated as tiiin- 
afforded had there been no interruption in tlie 
prtK-ess. 

Large brook trout taken in still-flowing streams 
— those we call of aldennanie proiHirtions — if oxiencil 
with the knife will be found to contain a fisli diet 
and no mistake. As a matter of fact Hie greater 
p.'irtion of tlieir food, it may be said, quite con- 
trary to the views of liundreds of writers, is com- 
posed of minnows. Tiie sliiggisli water brook trout 
will lie found slow -moving — phlegmatic in disiM:si- 
tion. -\s he takes on size he will eonsiime more an*i 
more foo*l. And, too, it will be found that lie rarely 
rises to Hie surface. 

True, among all the trouts and eliarrs tlie bris.k 
trout, viewed as a species, are most inclined to fe«‘d 
on iiuK'cts. But then brook trout, like other fisln-s 
and animals, arc creatiiri's of environment. Tliere- 
fore Hip brook trout living in a stnaini wliere tlien- 
is an abiiiidanee of niinmiws obliged to feed iiihui 
insects are small and apt to be siemler, ami tliey 
are. of course, keener than other trout. Tlie lirook 
trout in Hie deep, still-flowing, minnow-filled 
streams learns to f*?ed on minnows, ami as la- g;iiiis 
in weight so ho consumes more aud more of tliis 
food.
